THE WEIHAIWEL REPORT

tung. No such misfortunes 
those due to the reign of Chang 
Chung-chang had been known by 
Shantung, according to many 
Chinese, since the closing years 
of the Ming dynasty; and white 
hundreds of thousands emigrated 
to Manchuria, there was a large 
influx of Chinese from Eastern 
Shantung into Weihaiwei, whi

Seven Hundred Gods Asked to 
Watch Over Country 
Fro Oe Owx Cosnesroxoest 
Tokyo, Jan. 

With ancient and exotie rites, the 
chief object of which was to 
implore the “700 gods of heaven 
fend earth” to watch over (he 
country and to grant his people 
peace and prosperity, Ilis Imperial 
Majesty observed the traditional 
New Year ceremonies that Japan's 
Imperial Court is said to have 
meticulously followed for over 1,000 
years, As during the most import- 
{Ent of the enthronement ceremonies, 
the privileged few who witnessed 
these rites, austerely primitive. in 
ticie extreme simplicity, felt that 
they were transported into a past 
ra, across centuries of time, into 
shed age and forgotten 
































‘The ceremonial began shortly 
after midnight of December 31, 
when all modern lighting within a 
consecrated aren of the Palace was 
Cxtinguished and rush-lights sub: 
stituted, the first, of them lighted 
in the presence of His Majesty by 
the rubbing of two sticks together. 
‘This light is regarded as a sacred 
fire and, in ancient days, the 
Emperor, as High Priest, was also 
guardian of the Sacred Fire which 
wax kept always burning in the 
former Imperial residence in Yamato 
Province. To-day, the rites are 
merely symbolical, ‘At a very early 
hour on New Year morning, the 
Emperor, attended by the Chief 
Ritualist, went through special 
rrarification ceremonies, after which 
he changed into white silk robes 














specially woven on Kyoto hand- 
Toms. When His Majesty” was 
ressed, high Court officials, each 
earrying a torch, ushered him into 











8 special shrine erected in the 
Palace gardens. Behind these 
oflicals followed three chamberlain 
hearing replieas of the Three Sacred 
Treasures—the mirror of the Sun 
Goddess, the sword that lerend 
says was taken from the tail of 
a. hydra-hended dragon by the 
brother of the Sun Goddess, and 
the sacred jewel, also a gift in 
perpetuity to the Emperors of 
Japan, who are descendants of the

IN HANKOW 


Barditry and Kidnapping Rife: 
Rich and Poor Suffer Alike 








‘Prox Our Own Connesronoexet 
Hankow, Jan, 7. 

Robberies continue and kidnap- 
ping has begun, Three days ago, 
ten armed robbers broke into the 
house of a well-to-do farmer at the 
[Shang Ssu Bridge, outside Wu- 
chang, and ransacked the place. 
On leaving, they took the twelve 
year-old son of the farmer with 
‘them, saying that he would be 
restored alive if $400 were taken 
to the Kuan Ti Temple within three 
slays. ‘The farmer raised the money 
ind “went with it to the temple 
indicated, He was gradually sur- 
rounded as he went towards the 
temple, and it was not till the 
guards were sure that he was alone 
that he was allowed to enter. On 
payment of the money, the child 
was released. 

‘At Sangyuan, two miles above 
Hankow, three men in plain clothes 
entered ‘the house of a poor man 
‘and eartied off 500 coppers, x 
woman's few ornaments and the 
wellaworn clothes of the family, A 
gang of nine accosted three poor 
men who wore making their way 
to Wuchang, at a point about ten 
miles up the river. The robbers 
[were armed with sticks and the first 
‘man was grected with a blow on 
the head. ‘The other two rushed 
Jdown the bank and hid, When the 


























robbers had gone without any 
booty, it was found that the poor 
traveller had been stabbed to death.

"he incarnation of Deity was un- 
‘aestionably a secret not clearly 
unveiled in the Old Testament, but 
the veil was not so thick but that 
some rays could pass through. Such 
ray, dirceted by the spirit of pro 
phecy’ into the mind of Isaiah, was. 
Uhe prediction of Immanuel.’ But 
if the Messiah was to be Immanuel 
in this sense, that He would Him- 
lf be EL (God), as the prophet 
expressly afirms (0: 6), His birth 
must also of necessity be a won- 
erful oF miraculous one. 

Let it be noted that the sign 
was not given to Ahaz, who re- 
fused to ask for a sign, ‘The pious 
Ahaz was unwilling to tempt the 
Lord! ‘The sign was given to the 
house of David. No doubt the pro- 
pheey had partial fulfilments before 
the coming of Christ. But until 
the perfect fulfilment in Him, the 
Almah or virgin continued through- 
‘out an enigma in the Old ‘Testa 
mont (ef, Micah 5: 2-3), stimul- 
‘ating inquiry and waiting’ for the

A HANKOW INSURANCE CLAD 


‘The appeal of the Commerei 
Union Assurance Co., Ltd, against 
the decision of Judge Sir Peter 
Grain in favour of ‘the Wai Ho 
‘Tong Co., Hankow, which was heard 
by the Full Court reeently has been 
upheld, ‘Tho President of the Full 
Court, Sir Henry Gollan, and the 
Assistant Judge, Mr, G. 'W. King, 
concurred in setting aside the 
Aecision of the lower court, while 
Tudge Sir Peter Grain dissented, 
dismissing the appeal. As the 
decision of the Full Court goes by 
the majority, Sir Peter Grain's 
original judgment is thus set aside,
